Civil Industry is 
Being Studied 


On Curtailment 


MONTREAL, Nov. 5. — (CP)— 
Studies on concentration of in- 
dustry have inclined the wartime 
Prices board toward the British | 


system of profit pooling, whereby | 


the continuing plants in an in- | 
dustry are able to assist the cur- | 
tailed plants, R. F. Chisholm, | 
director of the board's industrial | 
division, said yesterday. | 
In an address prepared for de- | 
livery to the advertising and sales, 
executive club, Mr Chisholm said! 
there is no “secret list” of non- 
essential industries to be closed un-! 
der the curtailment plans. Every 
civilian industry was on the list, 
for virtually every one contained 
some element of non-essentiality. 


SAME TREATMENT | 


“The non-essential element in one| 
industry will receive exactly the} 
same treatment as the non-essen- 
tial element in another,” he said 

Curtailment was being handled! 
through the existing organization of 
administrators, each of whom con- 
sulted with his advisory committee 
and other representatives of indus- 
try 

A few moves had been made 
toward overall curtailment, pool- 
ing of production and distribu- 
tion. While more drastic plans 
were under discussion they would 
not be implemented until they 
had been discussed with the in- 
dustry concerned, and until a 
clear procedure had been involv- 
ed for the handling of whatever 
men might be required for other 
Purposes. 

“Let us be clear that~the job is | 
not only to curtail non-essential | 
production but also to maintain es- 
sential production,” said Mr. Chis- | 
holm. “In this respect the admin- | 
istrators of the board may be re-| 
garded as attorneys for the con- 
sumer.” 


ADVERTISING ESSENTIAL 

The question of advertising and | 
selling had to be dealt with in each | 
individual industry. | 

“In my opinion it is sheer non- 
sense to say that all advertising 
and all selling can be eliminated,” 
he said, 

“I do not know of any country, 
either democratic or totalitarian, 
which has banned newspapers or 
advertising.” 

Mr. Chisholm said “a lesson in 
elementary arithmetic now has ap 
peared on the national  black-/| 
board.” 

It was this: “Canadian production 
facttities multiplied by manpower 
do not equal the requirements of 
the armed forces plus normal civ-, 
ilian needs.” | 


STANDARDIZE GOODS 

The past industrial objective has 
been to maintain production at the 
highest possible level consistent 
with available supply of raw mat- 


erial The element of manpower 
shortage meant that the objective 
now must be one of maintaining 


production at the lowest possible 
level consistent with minimum hu- 
man requirements and morale 

“The first stage in most cases 
will be a further drastic stan- | 
dardization and simplification of 
products,” Mr. Chisholm said. | 
“The next stage will be elimina- 
tion of obviously non-essential 
lines. The third will be an over- 
all curtailment, if necessary, of 
continuing lines which may 
bring with it a concentration of 
industry. 

“Such a procedure ensures that 
recommendations which come be- 
fore us will represent the views of 
the industry concerned. It means 
that in this phase of the work as) 
in all other phases of prices board | 
operation the voice of business is 
heard distinctly.” 


GET CONSIDERATION 

There had been apprehension 
about small business, but the record 
showed that not a single move had 
been made in _ business control 
which had not fully considered the} 
position of the small merchant and 
the small business man 

"The fact is that to date small 
business in general has not been 
hurt unduly,” Mr. Chisholm said 

Extra manpower for essential war 
and civilian industries would come 
from greater use of women in in- 
dustry and services; better use of 
existing labor by concentration on 
standardized products; better pro- 
duction methods and the eijimina- 
tion of waste; and the elimination | 
of non-essential products and ser- | 
vices.” | 

An extension of present ration- 
ing might have to be considered. 
The price ceiling must be main- 
tained along with equitable dis- 
tribution of supplies under a dis- 
tribution system which may be | 
altered materially. 

In respect of concentration of in- 
dustry, many plans were being 
studied, and a number of proposals 
had been presented in regard to | 
compensation of curtailed indus- | 
tries.

For reasons well known to everyone 
the sale of Victory Loan Bonds in many 
rural sections of central and northern Al- 
berta has been slow. Because of delayed 
harvesting and threshing the farmers 
have as yet received practically no return 
from their grain crops. 

It may be assumed that a large per- 
centage of the purchases made have been 
under the deferred payment plan, the 
transactions to be completed when grain 
is delivered to the elevators. But as the 
delivery quota in many areas is only five 
bushels per acre, this pay-on-delivery plan 
is severely handicapped. If the quota for 
the rural district is reached by Saturday 
night that will be a remarkable tribute to 
the farmers and Loan workers. 

Edmonton people should buy some 
extra bonds in order to balance this situa- 
tion and make sure that the full allotment 
will be met from this part of the province, 
city and country combined, Should the 
country divisions succeed in making up 
their quota, so much the better. Should 
they fall short of the mark, excess buying 
by people in the city would prevent misun- 
derstanding, and perhaps criticism, in 
sections of the Dominion where the posi- 
tion of the Alberta farmer may not be well 
known. 

And in any case, no one can buy too 
many bonds for his own good or the safety 
of the country. 


Standing Together 


Former President Hoover made the 
appropriate comment that “the enemy will 
get no comfort” from the outcome of the 
elections in the United States, 

On the contrary the Axis chiefs know 
now, if they doubted it before, that the 
electors of the republic are as solidly 
united as their party spokesmen in sup- 
porting and demanding the prosecution of 
the war with the utmost vigor. Where the 
Republicans gained it was because they 
urged still more aggressive action than 
their opponents have tound to be practic- 
able. There is nothing in that to cause 
cheer in Berlin or Tokyo or Rome. 

, Though by narrower margins, the 
Democrats hold a majority in both the 
Senate and the House. President Roose- 
velt will not therefore be prevented car- 
rying out his policies by party strategy. 
On the contrary he may look for support 
from his nominal opponents in proportion 
as he is able to speed up the war effort 
and launch more telling blows against the 
Axis, Assured of this support he can ig- 
nore any timorous counsels that may 
come from men on his own side. He 
knows now that the nation is for all-out 
war, 

The vote on Tuesday is a reaction from 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. Nothing else 
the Axis gangsters could have done would 
have stirred the people of the United 
States to such white-hot fury. They are 
united as they never were before. For 
them, as for all the Allied nations, “Noth- 
ing matters now but victory.”

The police will no doubt find out who 
set off the bombs in the court house 
square at Vancouver, and why. Mean- 
while it is as well to remember that such 
things do sometimes happen e ven when 
the world is at peace.

Headed South? 


The Nazi attack has swung away from 
Stalingrad to the Caucasus, If this means 
that Hitler is trying to reach the oil-fields 


at all cost before winter closea the road, 
his supplies must be running low, For 
when the road is closed it will be closed 


both ways. It would be no easier then to 
get oil out than to get an army in. Des- 
perate scarcity alone could prompt such a 
drive to beat the blizzards to the oil wells, 

It is equally likely that the Caucasus 
spearhead was scheduled to strike right 
through the mountains, cut Russia’s sup- 


ply route through Persia, and make a 
junction with Rommel on the Turkish 
border or link up with another force 
thrusting through Turkey from the Bal- 
kans. This supposition covers a good deal 
of territor But it is to be remembered 
that Hitler has always done the unex- 


j 


yected and has a flair for the spectacular. 
e probably still thinks that he can grip 
the Near East in “pincers.” 

President Inonu of Turkey warned his 
people the other day that they are closer 
to war than they have been since the pres- 
ent conflict started. He evidently expects 
an Axis attack from some direction, per- 
haps from two. He only said this after 
the Russians started falling back in the 
Caucasus, Apparently Inonu does not rule 
out the possibility of the oil-field drive 
being really a drive aimed to cut through 
the mountains and crush Turkey, 

If to Allied observers this would seem 
to be a mad/ enterprise, that is all the 
more reason to suspect it may be what 
Hitler had in mind. He has been doing mad 
things for the last three years; things 
that no thoroughly sane man, certainly no 
trained military leader, would have at- 
tempted.

Be Provided From One 


to Six a.m. 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

The new rationing of gasoline to 
taxicabs will virtually leave this 
city without a transportation sys- 
tem from approximately 12 mid- 
night to six in the morning. 

The daily taxicab ration is neces- 
sarily so small that few, if any, cabs 
will be able to operate after the 
early evening 
hours. 

No one is going 
to find fault with 
a step essential to 
war. No one 1s 
going to object to 
any discomfort or 
inconvenience 
that will help to 
ensure victory. 

But while the 
restriction on 
taxicab operations 
will be accepted Harold L. Weir 
in good part, for these reasons, Ed- 
monton people will be reluctant to 
accept a condition that can be 
avoided by our own efforts. 


In short, the public is willing to 
make any sacrifice for the sake of 
total war, But there are so many 
sacrifices that are inevitable, that 
when a further sacrifice can be 
avoided or its circumstances miti- 
gated, it is the duty of the au- 
thorities to move towards that end. 

In other words, we may have to 
do without taxicabs after the mid- 
night hour. But there is no reason 
why we should be deprived of night 
transportation altogether. 


No Virtue 


When it becomes absolutely nec- 
essary for everybody to stay at 
home after midnight, no doubt the 
entire population will submit to 
the necessity cheerfully. 


But so far,\even if the taxicabs 
are out, there’ is no real reason 
for this restrictive practice. 

An extension of the street car 
service is clearly indicated. 

There is no intrinsic virtue in 
staying indoors after twelve o'clock. 
There is nothing to be gained by 
adding an extra austerity to lives 
that will soon, perforce, be austere 
enough.

OTTAWA.—The first year of the 
Canadian price ceiling corresponds 
roughly with the third year of the 
war and some light on what might 
have happened without the ceiling 
may be found in examining what 
happened in the third year of the 
last war, 

In the last war, the cost of living 
index rose 35.3 per cent in the first 
three years to September, 1917. In 
this war, the corresponding rise has 
been 16.5 per cent In the last war, 
the rise in the firsi two years was 
16.1 and the rise in the third year 
alone moved the index up to the 
35.5 per cent increase. By com- 
parison the rise in the third year of 
this war has been only 1.9 points 

These figures are the basis of 


Canada in the third year of war, 
controlled as it has been by the 
general ceiling policy, has risen 
only one-tenth in comparison with 
the rise in the third year of the 
last war This is also the basis of 
the claim by the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board that the ceiling 
policy has saved between $300 and 
$350 millions for the Canadian 
housewife in the first year of its 
operations. Just prior to estab- 
lishment of the ceiling controls, 
the cost of living in Canada was 
rising at the average rate of one 
point per month. In the period of 
the last war corresponding to the 
past 12 months, the cost of living 
was rising at the average rate of 
1% pobnts per month.

Thus, an owl service could pro- 
vide cars every 30, 45 or 60 minutes 
and charge accordingly. 

It would provide a reasonable 
basis of discussion, however, if it 
were assumed that owl cars should 
not run less frequently on any line 
than once every hour and that the 
fare, for any service, should not be 
less than 10 cents or more than 25. 


The average person, outside of a@ 
night war worker who would re- 
quire special consideration, who 
could get across town with reason- 
able speed at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing at a cost of 25 cents, surely 
would feel he was getting a bargain. 

Perhaps a zone system of owl 
fares would best meet the situation. 


Electrical Costs 

In meeting the public demand for 
an all-night transportation system, 
the civic authorities will necessarily 
be governed by conditions which 1 
have not the knowledge to discuss 
here. 

It may be argued by some that it 
is too costly to electrify the entire 
street railway system throughout 
the whole night. Ordinarily, fuel is 
saved in the generating plant dur- 
ing the hours of minimum load. 

In that case, it may be possible 
to save some power by electrifying 
only parts of the system. That is 
something for the experts to decide 

Or, on the other hand, an owl bus 
service may meet conditions better 
and more economically. 

The city possesses quite enough 
| buses to give a 45 or 60 minute 
all lines between one 


and six a.m. 

The details, therefore, are com- 
mitted to those best qualified to 
deal with them. 

There is only one verdict that 
the public will not accept; and 
that is that it can’t be done. 

It has got to be done. 

It is unthinkable, in a city this 
size, that all social life should cease 
fat midnight, until war conditions 
j make that cessation inevitable, 

All-night transportation {is abso- 
|jutely essential to war-workers, 
| members of the armed forces and 
! to other citizens. 

It is the duty of the city to pro- 
| vide it, at any reasonable cost. 


labor, and man-power controls will 
be in the forefront of economic 
policy in the future. On the side 
of civilian supply, the board fore- 
sees an extension of rationing and 
notes that provision has been made 
for it both in the coupon books al- 
ready issued and in the administra- 
tive machinery being set up 

The simplification of civilian 
goods has been carried out in many 
industries. The board reports that 
the manufacture of leather foot- 
wear has been restricted in styles, 
sizes and colors’ This industry was 
paid a subsidy of seven per cent at 
one stage, in order to enable it to 
operate under the ceiling, but by 
simplifying the product, the sub- 
sidy has been cut to four per cent. 
The tota! expenditure in subsidies 
is understood to be around $15,000,- 
000 on domestic account, out of an 
appropriation of $50,000,000. 

Finally, from simplification of 
articles produced for the civilian 
population, the next logical step is 
direct curtailment of production 
and this phase of economic control 


is now handled by a separate 
branch of the board, its industrial 
division. The degree of curtail- 


ment in different industries is now

Gillard Castor, city bus driver, 
was exonerated from all blame 
for the death of Arthur Bevan 
who was killed when struck by 
a b@® near the intersection of 
99A street and 94A avenue last 
Saturday. The verdict was 
reached by @ coroner's jury that 
sat at the inquest conducted by 
Chief Provinicial Coroner Dr. 
E. A, Braithwaite, in city police 
court Wednesday afternoon. 

The jury, consisted of George 
Carleton, W. R. Hooson, A. P. 
Laughlin, S. Murray, Frank Pow 


and Harold Turnbull, Hooson was | 


foreman of the jury. 


CLEAR DRIVER 


After deliberating for 35 min- | 
utes the jury brought in a verdict | 
stating in part “owing to the con- 
gested state of traffic on the bus 
the motorman is exonerated from 
blame.” | 

Bevan, met his death at 6:05 p.m. | 
Saturday when struck by the bus 
operated by Castor. The victim 
was pushing a bicycle up Scona 
hill in a position, estimated in 
evidence, at 12 feet from the curb. 


Evidence of witnesses who 

were passengers in the bus re- 
vealed that at that time the 
vehicle was hauling its maxi- 
mum load of 70 passengers, 
Thirty-eight passengers were 
seated and approximately 30 were 
standing along the aisle and in the 
vestibule with the result that the 
driver’s view was partially ob- 
structed at the time of the appear-. 
ance fo Bevan in front of the bus,’ 
evidence revealed, 

It was pointed out by Thomas | 
Ferrier, superintendent of the} 
street railway system in Edmonton, | 
that owing to the imm_nse increase | 
in passenger traffic during the past | 
year, drivers were instructed to pick 
up passengers to a maximum of 70 
but they were to use their own 
judgment as to the number of extra 
passengers they were to pick up, 
bearing in mind the safety of opera- 
tion of the bus.

It isn’t always enough to know) 
what medicines a child has to take; 
the big job is to get him to take) 


| them, The doctor comes in, studies | 


the child, writes out a prescription 
and then it is up to the parent to 
see that the medicine goes down 

When the child is so sick as to 
need medicine, he is also too sick 
to be argued and fussed with when 
in his unreasonableness he refuses 
to take it. 

Here are a few suggestions, culled | 
from personal experience, which 
may prove helpful in such emer- 
gencies. 

Many of the present day sulfa 
drugs come in tablet form and 
young children find tablets diffi- 
cult to swallow. They stick on 
top of their tongues. If the child 
can be shown how to put the 
tablet back of the tongue and 
drink water quickly, the tablet, 
if not too large, slips over the 
tongue easily. 

If this doesn't work the tablet! 
may have to be mashed, Use a) 
wooden potato masher or a wooden | 
mallet for this and make the par- 
ticles fine so they won't stick in) 
the child’s throat. They may be 
mixed with a combination of fruit) 
juice an@ water, in small amounts. 
One teaspoonful of anything is) 
easier to get down than a portion 
in a glass. Follow immediately with 
full strength fruit juice, to hasten | 
the taste away. 

These same fine crumbs may be) 
mixed in a teaspoonful of tart jelly | 
and given on a mouthful of bread 
or a crisp cracker. One young man 
got down three tablets of Brewer's | 
yeast daily in this manner. | 
If the child likes soft cheese, it 
may be concealed in the cheese and 
then spread on cracker. It should) 
be just one mouthful, no more, to| 
be followed by water. | 


As the child gets old enough to 
handle spoons and bottles effec- | 
tively he should pour his own | 
medicine and take it himself. It 
is the being told that he “must” | 
do this and the distastefulness of 
having medicine held in front of 
him and being made to swallow 
it that minute which causes many | 
a child to rebel.
